IMORE—Reputed to be 117 years old, Mordecai Cap- - 
lan, Baltimore’s oldest Jew and probably the city’s oldest inhabi- 
tant, died Sunday at the Levindale Hebrew Home and Infirmary. 

His death on Tisha B’Ab, a day of mourning for the destruc- 
tion of the Temple and a day of fasting for pious Jews, was 
considered significant by his friends because of Mr. .Caplan’s 
religious fervor. He had devoted most of his life to the study 
of the Talmud and to teaching and interpreting Mosaic law. 
Before he entered Levindale ten years ago, he taught phil- 
osophy, morality and the Talmud in local synagogues. 

Mr. Caplan was born in Lechowitz, near Minsk, the son of 
a rabbi. He came to this country about 70 years ago. 

A large group of rabbis participated at the funeral services. 





4, 50° Jews Refuse to Debark;

1,100 New Arrivals 
Shipped to Cyprus

HAIFA—While Palestine was

Despite a French naval patrol, 
a Haganah vessel managed to 
get out to the three ships and 
urge the refugees not to disem- 
bark. From the ship came shouts 
of: “We will not leave. We will 
stay here. We would rather 
starve to death than land else 
where than in Palestine.” 

The French delegation got the 
same answer and was interrupted 
by shouts of “Come down to the 
hold. See how we are living.” 

The French asked to go dewn 
into the hold, to which the British 


‘reluctantly agreed. There were 


two main holds, one aft and one 
forward, with 800 persons packed 
into each. When one refugee 


Jemsptenn asked. the Frenchmen. whether

landed. Before the delegation left, 
the~ British commander said, 
“Come back tomorrow. By then 
more than one thousand will be 
willing to get off.” He did not 
elaborate on his statement. 
Conditions Frightful 

When he returned to the dock, 
the prefect was obviously moved 
by the refugees’ stand in face of 
their obvious misery. The prec 
fect said the refugee complained 
that conditions aboard the ships 
were frightful and that they 
were treated like cattle. They 
said they appreciated the French 
offer of hospitality, but know the 
French people will understand 
their feeling that they must safes 
guard all possibilities of going te 
Palestine. 

As the delegation left the ship 
the refugees shouted “Vive la 
France” and sang the Hatikvah 
while the delegation snapped to 
attention. Another member of the 
delegation told the J. T. A. corre- 
spondent that he never imagined 
refugees would be so brave. He 
said drinking water was running 
low and conditions on the ships 
were worse than in the concen- 
tration camp in which he had 
been during the war. He reported 
that patroling troops carried 
automatic weapons, while sob 
diers off duty carried clubs. 

1000 Troops On Dock 

The dock area was a scene of 
bustle and confusion as police 
and 1,000 troops kept order 
among thousands of onlookers, 
Inside the cordon the Red Cross 
and the O. S. E. had set-up soup 
kitchens and were preparing 
medical facilities.

1,000 JEWS STREAM INTO AUSTRIA 
WEEKLY; PLIGHT INTOLERABLE

NA—The Joint Distribution Committee has informed the 
American political adviser in Austria, John G. Erhardt, that the 
situation of the Rumanian Jewish refugees in this country has 
reached an “intolerable” stage, with 1,000 refugees streaming into 
Austria weekly. Neither the problem of feeding or clothing these 


peoples is as urgent as the ques- 
tion of finding adequate housing 
for them, the J.D.C. office here 
said, Three refugee camps with 
a maximum capacity of 2,000 are 
at present housing 5,500 people, 
it was pointed out. 

Meanwhile, the situation here 
grows worse hourly due to the 
constant flood of newcomers 
who, according to physicians, ar- 
rive badly undernourished and in 
extremely poor health, with 
many of them suffering from tu- 
berculosis. Doctors here fear 
that an outbreak of typhus may 
occur soon. 

One pregnant woman with 
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four children were seen lying on 
the cold floor, while hospital at- 


tendants desperately sought 
space for her. Lisa _ Rinsler, 
well-known Rumanian singer, 


and her actor husband, Burach, 
were observed sleeping in the 
hospital garden without any pro- 
tection.

Four 
Arab supernumerary policemen 
were wounded by bullets, one 
Arab was seriously injured when 
he stepped on a mine and four 
Haganah men are reported to 
have been injured slightly.

After pointing out the plight 
ef the 4,500 refugees of “Exodus 
1947,” Dr. Silver ironically noted 
that “there is great concern and 
activity in Washington today to 
rebuild Nazi Germany, although 
its myriads of victims have not 
yet been cared for. There was 
feverish activity and speedy ac- 
tion to take over Great Britain’s 
imperial commitments in mon- 
archist Greece and to bolster up 
Turkey, all.in the name of free- 
dom and democracy. But the first 
and most tragic victims of the 
war are still without help.” 

Congressman Emanuel Celler 
reminded the huge masses of peo- 
ple at the famous midtown park 
that he had voted against the 
loan to the British Government. 
In a caustic reference to the 
British Mandatory, the Congress- 
man stated: “He'll come pleading 
poverty again to the United 
States in a little while. What I 
shall want to know is how come 
England is spending all that 
money and strength to maintain 
her police state in Palestine. I 
shall want to know how much is 
being spent on her Army and 
Navy and air force, on arms and 
munitions, for the one purpose of 
keeping the Jews out of Pales- 
tine. Are we to underwrite once 
again Bloody Britain in Pales- 
tine?” 


How Long Will U.S. Be Silent? 
In qpening the meeting, Dr. 
Meumann stated: “We have much 
to say to the- Government of 
Great Britain and we shall say 
it here today. But we also have 
a word to say to our own. Gov- 
ernment, to President Truman 
and Secretary Marshall. We ask 
them, ‘how long will you keep 
silent? When will you intervene 
to stay the hand of the British 
Government? It is time to speak 
up. The blood of our martyrs is 
calling to you from the grave- 
yards of Europe, from the waters 
of the Mediterranean. We ask 
you~to° assert the moral leader- 
ship of our great Republic in the 
cause of justice and humanity.’”

The main issue now under dis- 
cussion between American Zion- 
ist leaders and leaders of the 
Jewish Agency in Palestine con- 
cerns the right to use in America 
some of the funds raised through 
the United Palestine Appeal in 
this country. Agency leaders in 
Jerusalem insist. that these funds 
be transferred in full to the Jew- 
ish Agency treasury which can 
then allocate them for whatever 
purpose it decides. 


However, some of the Ameri- 
can Zionist leaders believe that 
since the funds are raised in the 
United States, the allocations for 
major activities in behalf of Pal- 
estine in this country should be 
made by them. 


The matter was discussed dur- 
ing the recent visits in New York 
of Eliezer Kaplan, Agency trea- 
surer. Kaplan seems determined 
that sole control over the distri- 
bution of U.P.A. funds remain 
vested in the Agency.

My dear friend, 

I was happy to receive the 
issue of “Bitzaron” and I read 
with great interest your long 
article which contains material 
of importance but also some re- 
marks with which I must differ. 

Throughout the entire article, 
your Revisionist leanings are evi- 
dent. Perhaps you don’t accept 
them as a political credo as yet. 
but they are implicit in your 
views regarding England and our 
work in Eretz Israel. Space does 
not permit my presenting de- 
tailed objections to the article. 
However, there is one aspect in 
your article—similar to the po- 
sitiod of many of my critics, 
whether they are friends like you 
or their purpose is entirely dif- 
ferent—and that is. the complete 
absence of any positive alterna- 
tive program. 


This is true of the present Ex- 
ecutive of the Agency, as you 
yourself stress at the beginning 
of your article. Such was the 
case with Jabotinsky and I am 
afraid that it applies to you as 
well. The only alternative, which 
I ean see is a great hatred for 
England without taking into ac- 
count that any other country 
would probably have been worse 
and certainly not better—and 
that is all .I can understand your 
emotional reaction and this is a 
good way to give expression to 
one’s accumulated bitterness, but 
with such feelings you cannot 
build even one house in Eretz 
Israel. The only ones who have 
found an alternative—and it is 
a dangerous one—are the terror- 
ists and their supporters. After 
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rejecting 


the first thirty or 


I must confess 


the sound of bursting ‘bombs. 


It appears that you view light- 
ly my painful efforts to continue 
down the narrow path when I 
found the open road closed. That 
is to say, that I was forced to 
conform to a program of slow 
building precisely when it was 
necessary to arrange for the im- 
migration of masses and to en- 
gage in settlement to a greater 
degree than ever before. You re- 
member quite well the fate of 
Herzl who began with daring 
plans which shrank down to the 
policy Known as the Charter, im- 
plying essentially only a grant 
by the Sultan, probably without 
any internationa] guarantee and 
which finally brought Herz] to 


the Uganda program. 


The Biltmore program, which 
was proclaimed with great fan- 
fare, soon appeared to be a mir- 
age and brought some of its pro- 
ponents to Latrun. I think that 
now they will be ready to accept 
something far more modest than 
the Biltmore program. The Zion- 
ist leadership today is prepared 
to accept an intrease in the im- 
migration quota and for this to 
forego debate for some time re- 


garding future statehood. 


This is the cruel reality of our 
status and there is no point to 
shutting our eyes to it even when 
it pains us greatly. I admit that 
to a great extent the White 
Paper and the Labor Govern- 
ment are to blame. But to no 
less a degree the responsibility 
lies with the Jews who always 
missed the opportunity which 
was given to them to immigrate 
to Eretz and to buy as many 
plots of land as they wished. Had 
they done this during the first 
decade after the Balfour Declara- 
tion ,our status today would be 


entirely different. 


As you know, I have never for- 
gotten that I had to travel from 
city to city in your great land to 


the program’ which 
guided us during the period of 
thirty-five 
years, they chose guns and bombs 
to help us in our present danger. 
that I doubt 
whether the Messiah will come to 
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speak a great deal for a few dol- 
lars. But even this—with all the 
efforts which it entailed—was re- 
sponsible in a large measure for 
bringing the Yishuv to its pres- 
ent state and is lofty testimony 
to what the Jews can do when 


they are given the chance. Inci- - 


dentally, out of the 650,000 Jews 
living today in Eretz at. least 
half, if not more, would have 
been burned in the crematoria of 
Oswiecim were it not for this 
program of laying brick upon 
brick and buying dunam after 
dunam which is so unfavorable to 
you. Attacks upon England and 
comparing her to Hitler may 
ease the feelings of some Zion- 
ists, but believe me that this is 
unjust, unethical and certainly 
useless. 

I could say much more to such 
an old friend as you but I think 
this suffices. I hope you will soon 
come to Eretz-and then we’ll be 
able to talk things over as in the 
past. In any case, I am thankful 
to you for your article and your 
good intentions. If I have told 
you what’s in my heart, I am 
sure that you will accept my 
words in the same good spirit in 
which they were said. 

Please accept also my profound 
thanks for your book, of “Mem- 
oirs” which you sent me. I have 
not looked into it as yet because 
I am only permitted to read a 
little each day.

Prof. Tchernowitz’s Reply 
My dear friend, 

Though I regret that you are 
not in the forefront of Zionist 
work and I hope you will soon re- 
turne to it, I take the liberty of 
expressing my doubts regarding 
the views you pr&tent in your 
letter. 

1. Together with you I was at 
first an adherent of the “cultural 
center” school in Zionism and a 
follower of Achad Haam. How- 
ever, with the promulgation of 


the Balfour Declaration, for 
which you were in great measure 
responsible, the demand for 


statehood became basic in our 
movement, as you yourself pro- 
claided in a number of speeches 
in the early years after the Dec- 
laration. The “Biltmore” Pro- 
gram, which t6 our regret came 
late, was only a direct continu- 
ation of the “Balfour Declara- 
tion” and its natural logical and 
legal commentary. 

However, instead of helping to 
carry out the building of the na- 
tional home, the Government be- 
gan to swerve from the “correct 
path” by issuing the first White 
Paper by Churchill. Giving an 
illogical and illegal twist to the 
Balfour Declaration, this paper 
was the beginning of the end. 
Your claims against our people, 
then, are not as valid as they 
might seem. It was inevtiable 
that they should lose hope after 
the sad political setbacks which 
followed the Balfour Declaration.

And it is not at all certain that 
the Government would not have 
opposed mass immigration in the 
early years as well. 

2. I have never been identi- 
fied with the Revisionist party or 
its aims. I have always been 
convinced that statehood was the 
aim of Zionism and that it 
wasn’t enough to pursue a con- 
structive building program. Such 
program can never bring ys to 
statehood and Jewish majority, 
especially when the Government 
is definitely opposed to us and the 
Arabs work hand and hand with 
it. The Jewish people should go 
openly towards its historic aim. 
We wrote on our flag in the 
words of the Basle Program, “A 
home in Palestine secured by 
public law.” I have always urged 
that we demand an international- 
ly guaranteed Jewish state and 
always favored bringing our case 
to the World Court. 

3. No responsible Zionist will 
justify acts of terrorism, which 
are contrary to Jewish ethics and 
which will not lead to the desired 
aim. But if on the one hand we 
see that our restraint during 
three years lead to the last White 
Paper, and on the other hand our 
minimal demand for the admis- 
sion of our refugees, even with- 
out consideration of the final 
political solution, led to the exile 
of the refugees to Cyprus with 
such erass cruelty, we must be- 
lieve that the Government wants 
terror and is the cause of it. If 
the British stand opposed to the 
entire Yishuv, of what avail is a 
mere program of “laying brick 
upon brick?” 

4. You say that any Govern- 
ment would probably have been 
worse than England. I wonder 
what could be worse than her 
recent actions against the rem- 
nant of our people who reached 
the shores of Eretz. Can you con- 
ceive of any greater cruelty than 
that which England showed 
them? If she has not shown us 
the most elementary feelings of 
compassion, how can we depend 
on her in building our homeland? 

5. You say that I have no posi- 
tive alternative program. I think 
I am justified in demanding one 
from you. It is not enough to 
urge us to accept the status quo. 
This is not the road to redemp- 
tion. If you mean we ought to ac- 
cept partition as the way leading 
to political independence, then 
you might have the support of 


many Zionists. I, too, see no 
other solution.

He will seem to stare through 
and through Mr. Zilch, as if saying, “And what 
are you going to do about it, Zilch? I hear 
you’ve had a good year.” 

It’s 11 p.m. before he gets home because he 
had to attend a dinner preliminary to a cam- 
paign in behalf of a Jewish theological school. 
His wife has been waiting up for him. She 
asks him what he has done about her newly 
found relative in Paris. Had he sent any 
money? No, he had forgotten that. Mrs. Zilch 
says he’s just an ego-centric person. ... “Al- 
ways yourself ... your business... yourself.” 
She is still in the midst of her tirade when Mr. 
Zilch composes himself to bed. Blessed sleep 
falls on his tired mind and takes him away 
from it all. 





THAT HAS BEEN the pattern of Mr. Zilch’s 
daily Jewish life since last summer. So he was 
looking forward happily to vacation time and 
escape: To go to distant places, on top of some 
mountain, or to some sequestered ocean coast, 
or to hang around serene coast villages frag- 
rant of American history. He would travel by 
auto because in trains he might meet people 
and pretty soon he might find himself in an 
argument about Palestine. He would would 
meet some traveling salesman who would be 
sure to bring that up. 

No, none of that! He would go in his auto 
through the quiet American scene. Mrs. Zilch, 
taken by the perfect serenity of the journey, 
might herself discover peace for her constantly 
worried soul. “The first thing we must do,” 
he said to her, “is to get in touch with a travel 


agency that will arrange all the hotel reserva- 
tions. Then we’ll have no trouble at all.” 

Mr. Zilch wasn’t going to stint himself on 
this vacation. It had been a hard year, what 
with all the Jewish matters he had had dili- 
gently to look after, and he was going to get as 
good accommodations as were to be found. As 
he liked to say, you can’t take it with you and 
you may as well enjoy it here. 

The travel agency had exactly the right 
places. .. . “Hotels within everybody’s means,” 
he was proud to say. He knew a nice place 
where the Zilch’s could stay on their first stop 
—‘‘Shamdale Manor—golf course, tennis courts 
and swimming pool—just the thing for you, 
Mr. Zilch.” 

That was exactly all right with him, Mr, 
Zilch replied. Though he was-too old for ten- 
nis, he was pretty good at golf and was fond 
of swimming. The travel agent had adjusted 
his glasses, had brought the Shamdale Man- 
or’s circular close to his eyes. He blushed. He 
was apologetic. He stammered. Finally he got 
it out: “It says here ‘restricted oars You 
understand what that means, Mr. Zilch. It’s an 
outrage and I’m awfully sorry but that’s the 
way it is. I could ask them for a reservation 
for you but I don’t like to embarras you.”

WELL, THAT’S THE WAY it was all along 
the vacation journey Mr. Zilch was planning. 
... The Extravaganza Arms, The Superduper, 
the Richebiche Inn, all the better places. Mr. 
Zilch reported the whole matter to me in a 
mood of philosophy. ... “You see,” he said, 
“there seems to be no vacation from being a 
Jew and maybe that’s all right too.” He said 
his wife had complained bitterly, and she had 
had a headache bout it all the next day for 
which aspirins didn’t do any good. The as- 
pirins having failed, Mr. Zilch himself tried 
to comfort her. Yes, he told her, maybe we 
should thank God for clerks in the better ho- 
tels who don’t let us forget ourselves. A Jew 
may want to forget it for awhile but there 
stands the hotel clerk to remind him that he is 
Jewish. 

Thus Mr. Zilch spoke to his wife. It’s all 
right that we’re not allowed to forget we are 
Jews, he went on. He grew somewhat ponti- 
fical. He found ethical significance and profit 
in a Jew being kept out of hotels. He said that 
Jews who are made to keep on remembering 
who they are may come around to asking what 
they are Jews for. If they got the answer 
right, they. would discover that they are the 
original heirs of the Ten Commandments... 
the moral law ... and perhaps they should 
be doing something to help the moral law 
around in the world which badly needs it. . . 
“That’s us,” said Mr. Zilch. “God bless the hotel 
clerks who remind us.” 

Mr. Zilch’s speech didn’t do his wife’s head- 
ache any good. She said he couldn’t make her 
believe black was white. ... “Give me another 
aspirin.”

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Don’t Expect Too Much From The UNSCOP 


EDITORIAL writers who attempt to 
analyze events and hit the right note in 
predicting trends, the persistent efforts of 
United States Zionist leaders to secure some 
official statement from the State Department 
before the UNSCOP sits down to write its re- 
port is puzzling, but on closer inspection. offers 
an insight into the true situation as it exists, 

Returning from Palestine, Abe Goodman of 
Shelbyville, Ind., reports that the members 
of the UNSCOP are under terrific pressures, 
especially from Great Britain. Mr. Goodman 
points out that the committee is actually na- 
tions, and as nations, their views will be de-

The Post Defends Samuel Fuchs 


E POST rises to defend Samuel Fuchs. 

Not that The Post thinks he should 
have cast scorn on sacred Jewish symbols. 
But his overall criticism is legitimate. He 
finds that organized Jewish worship offers 
little to the American Jew today. 

. Fuchs may not be the greatest thinker 
in the Jewish world but the criticism he voices 
is the criticism of the majority. Whether or 
not that criticism is sincere in the case of the 
majority, Mr. Fuchs is sincere. He wants to 
be a religious Jew. 

Religious leaders realize the true situation. 
They, and this includes the Orthodox leaders 
too, know what they are up against. Long 
ago, most rabbis stopped merely criticizing 


those who do not attend services, or even the 
unaffiliated. They are trying to do something 
more constructive. And much is being done. 


Almost all groups are modernizing their 
prayer books. Services are being shortened and 
made more meaningful. New forms are being 
evolved. 


From the other end, it is The Post’s observa- 
tion that Jews are beginning to turn back to 
the synagogue. Not stream back, but at least 
not turn away. It is up to the leaders of the 
American Jewish community, not merely the 
rabbinical leadership to begin to be as con- 
cerned about this situation as they are about 
Gerald Smith and Lizzy Dilling.

It cannot be other than 
that an Anglo-Jewish paper, read by many ob- 
servant Jews, would want to deliberately in- 
vite its readers to buy and eat “treifa” foods.

One More Ramming and 4,600 on Exodus 
Would Have Been at Bottom of Mediterranean 
Says Father John S. Grauel, of Worcester, 

.—“We had three dozen huge Stars of 
David flying in a sharp wind. Powerful search- 
lights from the British warships played on 
them, making them stand out brilliantly. On 
deck all our young people were standing poised 
for action, armed with potatoes and a variety 
of tin cans. Their heads were thrown back 
proudly. At this moment our ship’s whistle 
began its shrill, almost eerie screaming. Thus, 
with the Jewish flags streaming in the sharp 
wind, outlined brilliantly by a score of pene- 
trating searchlights, and our ship’s whistle 
screaming shrilly, we stood by, prepared to 
receive the ramming of two. British cruisers, 
which came suddenly—and startlingly. 

“Using their twin screws, the ships smashed 
with terrific force against our two sides. Every- 
one was thrown to the deck by the force of the 
collision. With the whistle still screaming, 
from below decks we heard the panicky cries 
of the women and children and older people, 
many of whom had been lying on flimsily-con- 
structed tiers which were collapsing on all 
sides, sending them sprawling to the floors. 

“While we were all still stunned by the col- 
lision, the British began dropping drawbridges 
across our sides and, throwing tear gas bombs’ 
to clear the way, they stormed acoss to board 
our vessel. The scene was that of an inferno. 
‘“The British were wearing gas masks and 
they were armed with gas guns, gas grenades, 
bands. They rushed the bridge and without 
warning fired two shots at the helmsmen. They 
shot one boy and clubbed another (Walter 
Bernstein, the American crew member who 
later died from his wounds.) Some of the sail- 
ors smashed open a sea door, one of them 
leaped through it and without warning fired 
his pistol into a group of devout Jews, mem-

bers of the Mizrachi faction, who were deep 
in prayer at the time.

“Everywhere about me were people with 
smashed heads and hands. When the tear gas 
first touches you it seems like a soaring flame 
is piercing the skin. In a matter of seconds our 
hospital was filled with blood-soaked people. 
I went up to the bridge where some of the 
British had already taken control, but to no 
avail, because when our men in the engine 
room heard British accents shouting orders 
they refused to obey, and we steered by an 
auxiliary steering gear which had been placed 
aft.

All this 
time we were shipping huge quantities of 
water. 


“Had the British rammed us an eighth time, 
the Exodus—1947 and its 4,600 passengers 
would be at the bottom of the Mediterranean 
today, 

“The battle continued, with our boys hurling 
potatoes, tin cans, anything that came to hand, 
at the British. We were singing all the time at 
the top of our voices. But, learning that one of 
our boys was dying, and in order to save lives, 
we agreed to allow the British to take over our 
ship, on condition that navigation would re- 
main in our hands. The officer in my cabin 
agreed to our terms, and so we made/our way 
to Haifa.” 
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FUCHS SHOWS MALADJUSTMENT; WHY 
DOES HE FEAR NEIGHBORS WOULD LAUGH? 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

The recent letter submitted to 
your Freedom of the Press sec- 
tion by Samuel Fuchs would, in 
itself, be unworthy of reply due 
to its arrogant and irresponsible 
tone. However, I am referring 
to it in this letter simply because 
he touches upon one or two 
points that are responsible for a 
good deal of confusion and mis- 
understanding among our peo- 
ple. 

In, presenting the reaction of 
“an average layman to prayer,” 
the writer reveals how until he 
had attained the Age of Reason 
—age 18—he was hoodwinked in- 
to praying daily and wearing his 
tefillin. Then came the Great 
Awakening! Our misguided 
friend one day happened to read 
the English translation of the 
daily prayers and he learned, to 
his utter dismay, that they were 
unadulterated “nonsense.” He 
finds that he has been wasting 
four hours every Saturday 
morning repeating a lot of 
“meaningless gibberish.” 

Mr. F., obviously is guilty of 
several misrepresentations. He 
fails. to mention-the reading of 
the Torah, which he would un- 
derstand if he followed in the 
English, nor does he seem to be 


cognizant of the value or the 
hallowed nature of the order of 
our prayers. I have no inten- 
tion of defending our present 
form of prayers in toto. No one 
is more aware than I of the dif- 
ficulties in both the length of 
our service and its repetitious 
and, to some, unintelligible na- 
ture. Nevertheless, I maintain 
that the emphasis is being ap- 
plied in the wrong direction. 
One might deduce from Mr. F’s 
argument that the Reform tem- 
ples, which have eradicated those 
objectionable elements he men- 
tions ,are filled to capacity with 
pious worshippers. Unfortunate- 
ly, that is not the case, The plain 
truth is that we are not a pray- 
ing people in this age of ours, 
and we seek all sorts of excuses 
in order to salve our conscience. 
It’s like the Jew who never at- 
tends the synagogue because 
“religion is commercialized.” 


Mr. F’s attitude toward tefillin 
is indicative of his entire malad- 
justed approach to the subject. 


He cannot refrain from’ adding 
to his brazen and shameless ref- 
erence to a religious object hal- 
lowed by our tradition, the in- 
evitable psychopathic fear that 


one of his Christian neigsbors 
would laugh “long and .loud” 
should he happen to come upon 
him while he is wearing his 
tefilin. What a shameful exhi- 
bition of a lack) of self-respect. 
Did he laugh when he saw re- 
cently in Life magazine pictures 
of a group of cardinals lying 
prostrate on their faces before 
the Pope? Does he laugh when 
he ‘observes the endless symbol- 
ism and_ paraphernalia that 
characterizes the other faiths? I 
don’t think so. Mr. F is willing 
to respect everyone’s expression 
of religion but his own. 

He refers to Tefillin as a “non- 
sensical piece of wood.” Possibly 
he was never told of the sacred 
quality of the writing that ap- 
pears on the bits of parchment 
that are contained in those small 
wooden boxes. Perhaps someone 
should explain the meaning and 
symbolism of tefillin to our good 
friend. I suggest that instead of 
priding himself on having read 
the “Age of Reason” by Thomas 
Paine, and the “Lectures” of 
Robert Ingersoll, Mr. F. devote 
a little time to the “Bible” by 
Moses at Gd’s behest, and the 
“Shulchan Aruch” by Joseph 
Karo. These might make him a 
bit less arrogant and perhaps a 
better Jew.

That there is something to be 
said for shorter services, will be 
readily granted, but Mr. Fuchs 
will not help achieve this end by 
citing fictitious charges of “Sat- 
urday endurance contests from 
8 a. m. to 1 p. m.,” which is a 
situation which simply does not 
exist, in our day. 

Mr. Fuchs, to whom Tefilin are 
“a nonsensical pice of wood, 
wrapped in leather” (he is ignor- 
ant, not only of their holy parch- 
ment content, but also of the fact 
that no wood enters into the 
making of Tefilin), would like to 
see Jews become modernized in 
their religion. 

Mr. Fuchs, I submit, is an am- 
ple illustration of the fact that 
the fault lies not in our hallowed 
and beautiful Jewish prayers, 
but rather, in our “pray-ers.”

HE SAW BERGEN- BELZEN AND WENT OUT 
TO COLLECT PLEDGES IN DRIVE; 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 
In the spring ,of this year 
when my group captain ap- 


proached me; that is, the group 
captain of theJWF, I decided to 
see many more people than be- 
fore, and I requested a larger 
ration of pledge-cards—blank 
ones included—so that I could 
win new pledges to the drive. 


Because of the fact that I had 
served in the Psychological War- 
fare Branch of the U. S. Army, 
I felt that I was really equipped 
to plead the case of the destitute 
millions in Europe’s D.P. camps. 
I had seen the picture at first 
hand and I know the situation 
only too well. I saw the death 
camps of Bergen-Belzen, Dachau, 
and dozens of other concentra- 
tion camps. I was among the few 
U. S. soldiers to have been as- 
signed for daty in Russian-occu- 
pied countries. 


Along with the pathetic plight 
of these people I also saw a dis- 
play of miraculous aid being 
dished out immediately after the 
war! From the Atlantic Ocean 
to Russia, from the Mediterran- 
ean to the North Sea, through 
some phenomenal channels help 
had reached many remote cor- 
ners. 

Remembering this, I started 
on my house-to-house trip. Al- 
though many gave, and gave 
generously, there were too many, 
although they were compara- 
tively few, who complacently 
said that “charity begins at 
home.” 

One of my neighbors was des- 
tined to be a new pledgee, I 
thought, so I rang his door bell. 
I was cordially received, but 


when I stated business, I 
noticed the first signs of a “cold 
shoulder.” He bluntly refused 
and then went on to explain, as 
he sat in his comfortable chair. 
As he spoke of the cost of living 


my 


and misappropriated funds, I 
saw in my mind’s eye a line of 
girls, shaven heads, _ clothing 


made of curtains, some only in a 
few miserable rags, shivering in 
the cold and waiting for their 


meager rations—at. Bergen-Bel- 
zen. 
His wife then brought in 


drinks and he continued with 
his self-important recital. 

I then remember a Jaint Dis- 
tribution Committee kitehen in 
Nyiregyhaza, a city in Russian- 
occupied Hungary, where the 
money was. supplied by the 
JWF and the food, although mea- 
ger, was practically the only food 
available to the returning sur- 
vivors. 

During a lull im his argument, 
I tried to explain the realities of 
terror and hate I had been re- 
membering. I told him of the cry 
still echoing in my ears, the 
pleading voices directed toward 
American Jewry: “We have 
nothing but the hope of your 
help! Don’t forsake us!” 

When I stopped talking, I re 
alized that I had been competing 
with Amos n’ Andy, and the ra- 
dio had won.

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WO years ago, this time of the year, David Ben-Gurion was 

in this country on a visit. After attending his press-confer- 

ence, I wrote that the war of Jewish liberation was around the 

corner and that when it came every Jew in America would be in- 
volved in it. 

The war is on, and we're in it. 

The war is waged by the Haganah, which represents the armed 
power of the Palestine Jewish community, and two dissident 
groups representing small minority groups. Now and then there 
is some limited coordination of activity among all three groups. 
More often, there is coordination between the two dissident groups. 
On the whole, relations are strained between the Haganah and the 
§ dissident groups and civil war has been around the corner for quite 
ise a while. It is prevented mainly by the realization of both sides tat 

they would play into the hands of the enemy by fighting each other. 
There is the additidnal factor that most members of the Haganah 
and most Jews everywhere, while deploring the methods of the 
dissidents and seeing them as endangering our position, do respect 
their heroism and patriotism. 

WHAT ARE the differences between the Haganah and the 
Irgun and the Stern groups? There seem to be some important 
differences in the respective social backgrounds from which the 
members of the respective organizations are being recruited and 
perhaps also in social philosophy. But that is something on which 
we are in the dark. Whether it is true, as Henry Montor empha- 
tically declared, that Menahem Beigin, leader of the Irgun Zevai 
Leumi, is waiting for the day when he can surround the Jewish 
Agency building in Jerusalem and make himself leader by a coup 
d’etat—that I don’t know. I doubt if Montor knows it any more 
than I do. I have consulted some pretty reliable and informed Pal- 
estinians and I could not elicit a satisfactory answer. 

It is easier to tell the difference in strategy. 

It seems to me that the main principles of the Haganah are: a) 
national discipline; b) judicious and economic use of force; c) em- 
phasis upon the constructive effort and avalanche of emphasis on 
military glory as an end in itself. 

A. An organized nation can sometimes afford individual pres- 
sure groups, but not rival governments. Still less can it afford rival 
armies. The Haganah is the citizens’ militia which voluntarily sub- 
mits to national authority. Like any militia in a democratic country. 
it believes that it is not the business of the army to initiate policy, 
but to carry it out. The Irgun Zevai Leumi and the Stern Group 
don’t like the policies of the elected Jewish bodies and they believe 
that in revolutionary times minorities may initiate policies which 
the majorities sooner or later will accept. 

B. The Jews of Palestine are only 700,000 in number. They 
have no navy, no heavy armaments; as a military force they are 
no match to the British army, which numbers 100,000 in Palestine 
alone. The Jews of Palestine also have certain strategic disadvan- 
tages in that most of them are cowded in Tel-Aviv, Jerusalem and 
Haifa and in that most Jewish agricultural settlements are clustered 
close together. The Jews of Palestine have intelligence, skill, 
bravery and idealism in which the British tommies are no match 
to them. Furthermore, the Jews of Palestine do enjoy the sympathy 
of public opinion in many democratic countries, including England. 
This, too, is a weapon. While the average colonial official is not 
particularly decent in his attitude toward subject peoples—and some- 
times not even to his own people, he has to reckon with decent pub- 
lic opinion at home. 

TAKING ALL these factors into consideration, the Haganah 
eoncentrates its military actions on the defense of immigration and 
colonization and on activities which would not outrage public opin- 
ion, The Haganah will fight the British when the British try to stop 
a Jewish ship or when the British try to stop Jews from settling 
a new colony or when the British try to deprive the Jews of arms. 

To be sure, there are differences in the application of this prin- 
eiple. Shall the Haganah attack a radar station which tries to watch 
over “illegal” Jewish ships? Shall it destroy airplanes which do 
the same duty? There are activist and non-activist sections within 
the Haganah and the Jewish Agency. For the past year the ac- 
tivists have not had the upper hand. After the explosion of the 
King David Hotel and the arrest of the leaders of the Jewish Agency, 
the latter decided on a “pause.” For the past few weeks until the 
arrival of the Exodus 1947 there was even a palise in the bringing 
in of visaless immigrants. 

The non-activists believe that any offensive action by the Ha- 
ganah is not only contrary to the ethical principles of Judaism but 
is dangerous as strategy, since it plays into the hands of the British 
military and colonial officials who need an excuse to justify a ruth- 
less suppression of the Yishuv to present to public opinion. These 

’ Britishers would like nothing better than the impression abroad 
that the Jews are a people of brutal terrorists who kill innocent 
people. From this point of view the indiscriminate killing of British 
tommies by terrorists is harmful to the Jews. 

C. BRINGING IN Jewish immigrants and settling them on the 
land, and the arming of the Jewish community for defense—these 
are constructive measures. That work must go on, whether the 

+ British give their legal approval or not. Our main problem is bring- 
ing in more Jews. Palestine is not in the same position as Ireland 
or India because the crux of the Palestine question is Jewish im- 
migration. The form of government is secondary. Palestine is a 
_pioneer country. Every man, woman and child must be trained in

NEW YORK—Failure by Con- 


gress to pass the Stratton Bill, 
which would authorize the admis- 
sion of 400,000 DP’s into the 
United States, will almost cer- 
tainly result in Latin American 
countries refusing to liberalize 
their immigration laws, Dr.

Silver and Neumann have no

useful constructive work. He is to be a builder first, but a fighter 
second—a fighter for the sake of building, a fighter to defend what 
he has built. We must avoid the creation of a class of professional 
soldiers who are always looking for a fight. We can ill afford it 
even when we have a Jewish state, much less now, when we are 
still building it. 

So much for the arguments of Haganah versus other groups. 
The facts are that it was the Haganah, and nobody else, who brought 
in tens of thousands of visaless Jewish immigrants to Palestine, 
while other groups bragged about saving Jews at $5.00 a head and 
about 40,000 Jews they were supposed to have brought in. The 
only non-Haganah ship was the Ben Hecht which came in months 
after the sponsors boasted of having already brought in 40,000 and 
which was managed more like a publicity stunt than an attempt to 
save Jews. 

The Irgun Zevai Leumi and the Stern Group in Palestine need 
not be blamed for everything done her by their self-styled representa- 
tives, such as the Bergson Group and the Baruch Korff outfit. Nor 
need one deny to the Bergson group, the Palestine Actions Com- 
mittee and Ben Hecht’s play their due for having done a great deal 
to arouse public opinion in this country. One may have any view 
that seems proper about their respective methods. But I can’t find 
any excuse for their campaign of lying and misrepresentatian. They 
boast of having brought in 40,000 Jews before they have brought 
in a single Jew; they accuse their opponents who risk their lives 
on the high seas and in the Negev of being in the servite of Bevin— 
for that there is no excuse.
